SUIT IN U.

A $500,000 civil suit filed Monday in the U.S. 
District Court against four Columbus policemen in 
connection with the alleged beating of a Northend 
man, was one of several complaints registered against 

Vidtent R. Bricker, 1666 E: 25th Ave., filéd the 
action against Patroimen Alton B. Ferguson Jr., Grove 
City, George Medary, 4540 St -Anh-in, and Donaid 
Voekle, 2089 Honeytree Ct. 

The fourth defendant, whose name was 
unknown by Bricker, is identified in the suit as “John 


him through the house and threw him out the back 
door and onto the concrete steps. 

He said he suffered injuries to his back, right hip 
and right leg as a result of striking the steps and could 
not stand up, the suit claim. 

The officers ignored Bricker's pleas fora stret- 
cher, grabbed him again dragging him across the back 
yard and threw him into a police wagon, the suit repor- 
ted: : 

Bricker further charges that he passed out from 
pain, but-was handcuffed by the police and left on the 
floor of the paddy wagon. : 

In addition, he says the police slapped him until 
he regained consciousness, then put their teet on his 
head while the wagon drove over bumpy streets. 

When police took him to University Hospital, his 
body was too swollen to be X-rayed, the suit states. 

Hospital attendants poked him with pins, but he 
could not feel them, Bricker said. ; 

He was later taken by private ambulance to Doc- 
tors Hospital West where he was treated for two weeks 
at the cost of $2000, the petition states. 

However, no criminal charges were filed against 
Bricker on the day of the incident, the suit charges. He 
was later charged with two counts of assault and bat- 
tery on police and two of resisting and obstructing

In the meantime, a May 2 
deadline to apply for ESAA 
funds to reduce minority 
group isolation is fast ap- 
Proaching. While the Cotum- 
bus Plan. may be a part of the 
proposal, it would not in itself 
qualify the schoo! system for 
the funds. With $5.9 miltion 
available in Ohio under this 
act, any one city could 
receive a lion's share of the 
funds if it were the first city to 
submit the best plan. 

William Staats, special 
assistant to the superinten- 
dent for staff development 
and human relations, said nis 
‘Staff Is preparing a proposat 
for ESAA funds, but he is not 
yet free to discuss any details 
with the press.

funds. 

Dorothy Lenart, one of the 
organizers of the Committee 


Columbus plan does not 
qualify for ESAA funds since 
there ts no guarantee under 
the plan that racial isolation 
will be changed. 

Lenart, education director 
of the Urban League, said the 
guidelines require a definite 
change in racial isolation, not 
just--within the school but 
within the classroom. She 
said the plan need not be 
schoolwide but may affect as 
few as two schools. However, 


an overall desegregation plan 
must be p even if it is 
a long-+. 


Lenart 9, may also be 
possible fo Quality for funds if 
the professional staff is in- 
tegrated. 

The Committee to RE- 
UNITE can, under Federal 
guidelines, prepare its own 
Program and apply for ESAA 
funds if the proposal submit- 
ted by the Columbus Public 
Schools is approved.

which stands for Restore 
Equality, Understand Needs, 
Integrate Tomorrow's Educa- 
tion, is a takeoff on last year's 
Project UNITE, a community 
invoivement program which 
stood for Understand Needs, 
improve Tomorrow's Educa- 
tron. 

Lenart said the Committee 
will need to reassess its 
stand in light of Tuesday's 
passage of the. revised 
Columbus Plan. She said it 
seems unlikely that a Board 
that wilf not transport on a 
yoluntary basis to eliminate 
racialisolation will approve 
of a stronger plan later on. 

Rejection by the Ohio Crvil 
Rights Commission of the ad- 
mintstration’s plan to improve 
the racial balance of profes- 
sional staffs assigned to 
Columbus schools came in 
the midst of Tuesday's Board 
meeting in a letter from 
OCRC chairman, James M. 
Fnedman. Ellis and Soard 
members, who had generally 
supported the plan, were ob- 
viously distressed by the 
OCRC move. 

The plan was prepared in 
response to charges by 
OCAC that non-white staff 


members were not 
adequately distributed 
throughout the school 


system, It would” bring tne 
staff of most schools to bet- 
ween 11-and 21 percent ‘non- 
white by September 1974, ac- 
complishing this by 50 per- 
cent by September 1973, 
The OCRC said the 
school's terminology was 
“vague” and wanted the dis- 
tribution accomplished by 80 
percent by September 1973. 
The OCRC charge was 
based on a complaint tiled a 
year and a half ago by the 
Northwest Area Council on 
Humian Relations and the 
Columbus Area Civil Rights 
Council. . 
At present, 86 of the 
system's 170 schools have 
statis that fall below the 11 
percent level. The greatest 
ree of solation is at the 
tary jevel. Only 42 
schools in the system fall 
within the 11 to 21 percent 
range.

Bricker and she said “no” 
when asked if ne could help 
her. She said “no thanks” 
when he repeated his invita- 
tion, Dolby said. 

Charlies E. Wilson, 23, 693 
Wilson Ave., told The CALL & 
POST Jast Saturday that ne 
was stopped by police on W. 
Mound St., near Central Ave., 
Fnday, March 30, while en 
route home from work at 
Westinghouse. He was 
harassed and finally arrested 
for driving with an expired 
license, 

Wilson said-after inspect- 

ing his license they first said 
he was “clean” after radioing 
headquarters. But then they 
began questioning his char- 
acter. Wilson said he ex- 
plained to them that he does 
hot drink or smoke, Dut they 
insisted that he identify some 
mug shot they produced. 

: ~ The--crutsermen. kept de- 
manding that he identify the 
mug shots, because we know 
that “you know a (ots, of 
whores. They finally toid him 
that if you “cooperate we'll 
let you go scot free, but if you 
don't you're going to jail.” 

When he repeated tiat he 
did not know anyone among 
the mug shots, they called 
the tour truck, handcuffed 
him and took him to head- 

“ew Quarter.En route, he said 

they continued to harass him, 
and said he was lying by in- 
sisting that he does not go to 
bars and that he does not 
know any whores or pimps. 
“Oh, he’s a Charles Good-all 
or a Johnny Straight,” they 
kept repeating until they ar- 
rived at headquarters, Wilson 
said. 

As a result of the arrest,

Mrs, Adams said she told 
the officers that Roberts was 
the driver of the car and they 
had placed -bim under arrest 
before calling for reintorce- 
ment.

As a result of Nixon's vic- 
tory, and neutrality of such 
influential persons as Meany, 
Young said a lot of “us are 
now reaping that which we 
did not sow.” 

Young sharply criticized 
Nixon, for dismanteling OEO 


and slapping a hard freeze on 
Subsidized housing. He also 
those who, thinking 
that there will always be an 
QEO, took shelter under the 
Hatch Act during the cam- 
paign, When not a single Re- 
Publican respected the Hatch 
Act., he said. “They all 
thought they had it made, 
while Nixon was hacking 
away at OEO,” he stated. 
Alluding to MoGovern’s 
lack of popularity and politi- 
cal charm, Young said he’s 
aimost ready to say any 
Democrat |s better than a Re- 
publican. 


He then did a take off on 
Revenue Sharing, charging 
that it ts a slick scheme to 
break the Democrats control 
of big cities. To prevent Re- 
publicans from breaking up 
the Democrats power base, 
Young said “We're in the 
fight_of our lives.” 

Returning to Georgia 
politics, he said that Blacks 
make up from 25 to 30 per 
cent of the population in 
each of the state's 10 Con- 
gressjona! Districts. Thus, he 
Said you can see that political 
power is in the blacks hand 
in Georgia. 

Young was introduced by 
Amoid Pinkney, President of. 
the Cleveland Schoo! Board. 
Gov. Jonn J. Gilligan, who 
was. called on as a substitute 
when Young failed to arrive 
on time, also addressed the 
gathering. He was presented 
by Rep. C.J. McLin Jr., chair- 
man of the BEDO. Rep. ike 
Thompson of Cleveland ser- 
ved as banquet chairman.

Moorehead said it is now 
the “responsibility of the 
community in general to take 
the charge the Supreme 
Court put before it.” . . .to do 
something to provide the 
right.” 

“That's not what the com- 
munity is doing,” he said. 
“They're saying Nands off — 
see what will happen.” 

Moorehead said the Wel- 
fare Department and other 
service agencies should be 
supporting the Supreme 
Court decision and subeidiz- 
ing the cost of abortions as a 
medical procedure. 

Planned Parenthood, 
Moorehead said, will con- 
tinue to do counseling on 
abortion and is weighing the 
decision as to whether to be

Jewel. Barron, director of 
the ECCO Family Health Cen- 
ter, said the Center has no 
immediate plans for perform.

When asked, “in 
general do you feel that the 
decision whether or not to 
terminate a pregnancy should 
be left to the woman and her 
physician,” 85 percent of 
those interviewed said “yes.”

The Supreme Courtruling 
eaves the decision with the 
woman and her physician 
during the first trimester of 
pregnancy.

WASHINGTON, D.C. — “We 
have come a long way and 
we still have a long way to 
go, but blacks are beginning 
to see the light at the end of 
the tunnel,” Judge Benjamin 
L. Hooks, first Black Federal 
Communications Com- 
missioner, told the second 
annual Howard University 
Black Careers in Com- 
munications Conference at 
the.Statier Hilton Hotel. 

“We have moved’ from a 
Communications Black Out 
to a significant Black tn,” 
Hooks declared. “No longer 
can a young black man or 
woman say: ‘| want to enter 
the field, but there are’no 
openings for people like me.’ 
The. numberof employers 
representing the various 
fields of communication who 
have come here from all over 
the country eagerly seeking 
to hire young black talent, 
disproves that statement,” he 
added. 


The Black Commissioner 
told the closing conference 
banquet “We at..the FCC 
share your joy and optimism. 
For we, too, are making it 

possible for the young people 


“This has not always been 
the case, but the important 
thing is we are now taking af- 
firmative action in the field of 
equal employment op- 
portunity and we are begin- 
ning to insist that the power- 
ful broadcast industry we 
regulate do the same,” he 
continued. 

Judge Hooks, a Memphis 
lawyer, minister and former 
Municipal Court Judge, 
spoke before some 250 
newsmen, Howard faculty 
members and students 
receiving the first Frederick 
Douglass Awards for 
achievement in Print Jour- 
nalism, Radio, TV-Film and 
Speech classes at the closing 
banquet of the three-day con- 
ference, 

A total of 61 student ap- 
plicants were offered jobs at 
the conference and 105 
others received offers pen- 
ding further approval. Un- 
dergraduate and graduate 
students were also placed in 
40 intemeships and summer 
jobs and 56 more 
were offered by firms not in 
attendance at the conference, 
Dean Brown stated. 

“Compared to the first such 
conference held last year at 
Howard, there were 31 more 
definite job offers for 
positions in the. media; 35 
more pending positions and 
40 more intemeships and 
summer jobs, the Dean said. 
Most of the cooperating 
firms had openings for news

Although 
in two successive seasons at 
the Yankee’s» American 
Association farm club at Kan- 
sas'City-he hit .311 and .349, 
the New York front office per- 
sistently downgraded him. 
Rumors that he was hard to 
handie, temperamental” and 
difficult, were allowed to cir- 
culate with no opposition. His 
playing skills were belittled in 
print, and it was made to 
soundias though the opinion 
expressed were those of the 
Yankeee brass. 

Power's chances of becom- 
ing the first Negro evar to 
Play for the Yankees were ob- 
viously dim... The Yanks sof- 
ten the charges that they 
were prejudice against the 
Negro baseball player.

The Human Resources Center 1s a comprehensive mental 
health and retardation facility which primarily serves the 
Model Cities-Neighborhood, A wide range-of services is 
available to persons who are mentally impaired or emotional- 
ly disturbed. Staff at the Center includes psychiatrists, 
psychologists, social workers, nurses a developmental 

_ disability and mental retarded specialist, and seven com- 
munity workers. Private and public social agencies, schools, 
courts, institutions, hospitals; and churches refer persons for 
help. The Center also réceives referrals from friends and 
families of persons needing help. Some individuals, them-

CMACAO Housing 
Rehabilitation, a Model 
Cities-program funded 


through the U:S, Dept. of 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment, provides services invol- 
ving technical and. financial 
assistance, acquiring houses 
in the. Model. Neighborhood 
that are “sub-standard 
(deteriorating and/or con- 
demned, but structurally 
sound) that can be com- 
pletely rehabilitated to_stan- 
dard housing or better. 
General contractors from 
the minority community have 
been given priority thus 
providing an opportunity for 
trainees to obtain on-the-job 
training in this field. 


The unique aspects of the 


program lay in the consolid- . 
ated approach to rehabilita- 


tion. This means in order to” 
nave “a successful overait 
program in the Model Neigh- 
borhood, one viable objective 
is to have close coordination 
with the Neighborhood 
Development Corporation, 
Neighborhood Review Board, 
Housing ‘Task Force, and by 
working closely with various 
land use studies. 


Home ownership coun- 
seling services are also avail- 
able for persons purchasing 
rehabilitated houses. > 


The ultimate purpose in 
rehabilitation is to upgrade, 
enhance and revitalize living 
conditions in this central city 
area for all people concerned 
with stabilization of com- 
munities, and who have a 
strong desire for decent, safe 
and sanitary housing. 


‘Friend Makers’ Set 
To Offset Delinquency 


Mode! Cities Youth 
Services Bureau has 
organized “Friend Makers” 
as one of its component 


services. The program was 
created by YSB as a means of 
reducing and diverting the 
occurrance of juvenile 
deliquent acts, primarily in 
the Model Cities community. 

Diane Jones, coordinator 
éf the Friend Makers, ex- 
plained the organization this 
way: -“Empericatly,—it-is_the 
findings of the bureau that 
many of the girls who come 
to the attention of our agency 
have never experienced a 
real friendship with a 
meaningful adult -- that 
meaningful adult being one 
who cares about them and 
shows interest in their lives, 
trusts .them and above all, 
listens to” what-they-have--to 
say.” . 

Friend Makers is a program 


bringing together interested 
and concerned adults and 
young adolescent girls, The 
adult friend is screened and 
must agree to attend a series 
of training sessions and 
seminars, The sessions stress 


“Relationship Building,” 
“Communication, “Good 
Listening,’ and ‘‘Under- 


standing” the adolescent girl 
in her conflict. 

Emphasis of the program is 
on. capacity to be a friend-and 
companion to the young girl 
who needs to be encouraged. 

The girl's dignity is a 
human being is also stressed. 
The concept of the “one to 
one" relationship is 
employed whenever possible. 

Presently 22 volunteers are 
meeting the challenge of 
being a Friend Maker. Addi-

Persons qualifying for services are mentally impaired, 
emotionally disturbed or undergoing severe adjustment prob- 
lems. Services for these persons include testing, counseling, 
and therapy for the individuals and their families. The men- 
tally retarded needs are also attended. Referrals to other 
agencies for various services such as training and job place- 
ment are frequently made. 

The Center has been working in cooperation. with the 
Columbus Public Schools in sponsoring a tutorial program 
for children with special learning problems. The program is 
aimed at preventing childhood learning impairments .and 
special developmental problems from becoming permanent 
and restrictive disabilities. The initial program served 33 
children for nine week- period, and now serves 83. children. 

Counseling and therapy are aiso avatiable to persons suf- 
fering from various emotional problems. Persons can be 
helped with personal, marital, family, and other environ- 
mental psych-social problems. Medication, authorized 
through the staff psychiatrists may be given when necessary. 

Communication and consultation with other social agen- 
cles. and institutions are important aspects of the services 
provided by the Human Resources Center. The Center is 
continually in contact. with public and private agencies, 
health centers, and educational institutions. For example, 
through cooperation with Columbus State Hospital, the Cén- 
ter has been assisting 125 patients adjust to living again in 
the community. This particular program has been expanding 
rapidly. 7 

Six satellite offices, based in the Model Cities Community, 
have been a new and-important expansion of the Center: 

The Human Resources Center nas assisted nearly 9000 
persons with 85% of these from the Modei Cities Neighbor- 
hood. It remains the goal of the Center to continue aiding 
persons to fuller and more productive lives.

Just as there is no question but 
that the majonty of Cleveland’s 
welfare reciprents are biack, there 
is also no question but that the 
majonty of the welfare recipients in 
suburbia are white. 

The normal question to be posed 
ts how these lower-than-low income 
people have managed to find 
housing in these scattered com- 
munities that, for the most ‘part, 
have refused.to make agreements 
with the Cuyahoga Metropolitan 
Housing Authority for low income 
Public housing.

ugntens up on Phase ii!, he (s 
going to be in big trouble. Leaders 
ot organized labor, who have been 
moving with 
labor-management negotiation, will 
be helpless unless the cost of living 
index can be lowered for the 
nation. 

The President will find that he 
cannot nave his cake and eat it too. 
If he is going to put ceilings on 
wages, there can be no “favorite 
exceptions.

Man’s Inhumanity To Man 


Some of the dire predictions 
voiced when it was first planned to 
locate -the new Southem Ohio 
Correctional Facility (penitentiary) 
at rural Lucasville seem to nave 
validity. Last week, 27-year-old 
Richard Campbell of Elyna, a 
chronic asthmatic, died in 
Lucasville’s ill-equipped and un- 
derstaffed hospital for lack of even 
rudimentary medical care: 

In a poignant death bed 
statement, young Campbell related 
the callousness of prison 
authonties to nis pleas for proper 
medical treatment, and nis moun- 
ting depression as fear for his life 
became nis predominant sensation. 

In the aftermath of this senseless 
tragedy. The Lucasville supernn- 
tendent has ordered the hospital 


closed “indefinitely”; a rather 
asinine decision in the face of 
evidence that the thrust should be 
first to demand and-install- proper 
medical facilities and staff, and to 
conduct a housecleaning of prison 
personnel to whom human suffering 
has been accepted as a part of 
penal punishment. 

In the light of the Lucasville in- 
cident, it is not difficult to un- 
derstand the.wave of protests and 
Strikes that-have occurred inside 
Prison walls, almost traditional at 
the -old- Ohio Penitentiary, and 
continuing to form a Pattern at 
Lucasville,

titudes must be built in at the same 
time 


Apathy May Kill Black 


= —History—Bill-In-Senate-—— 


Come February every year, there 
is a loud clamoring for recognition 
of Negro History Week in our 
schools, From the Governor's office 
down to Gity Halls across the state, 
proclamations and resolutions are 
issued citing many of the un- 
published accomplishments of 
Black Americans and urging all to 
observe this one week occasion. 

During this same period, various 
black groups and individuals shed 


history and textbooks in our public 
schools give little or no attention of 
noteworthy accomplishments of 
American Blacks. They arque long 
and loud about being slighted by 
white Historians and school book 
authors. 

State Sen. William Bowen of 
Cincinnati, hoping to put an end to 
the clamoring for equal recognition 
of Black, achievements, is sponsor- 
ing a bill in the Ohio Senate to 
compel the teaching of Black his- 
tory in all Ohio secondary schools. 

The measure, S.B. 105, goes a 
Step further and specifies that all 
instruction in American and Ohio 
History include a balanced presen- 
tation of history of American people 
of African descent, and that the 
State Board of Education_ shait 
establish guidelines relative to cur- 
ricula content of courses fulfilling 


these requriements. 


The Education and Health Com.” 


mittee of the Ohio Senate has held 
two hearings for proponents on the 
important bill, but-at no time have 
we heard one word from the 
Mayors’, City Councils’, nor even 
the Governors’ offices in support of 
this proposal. But even more 
shocking, only a handful of 
Columbus blacks have thought 
enough of the bill to lend it their 


moral support._by—sttending— the-—— The ex 


hearings. 


The CALL & POST, while we 
recognize that many blacks, both 
Organizationally and individually, 
are much too busy to spend an 
evening away from their television 
Sets to attend these hearings, but at 
least they could vdice their support 
of Sen, Bowen by sending letters to 
him and the commitee hearing the 
measure. 


As to our Mayors, City Council 
heads and Gov. Gilligan, they could 
at least send a copy of the Ppro- 
clamation and resolutions they ’so 
graciously adopted hailing Negro

Thompson did not take the floor in 
opposition to the proposal, but it is 
speculated that as a labor repre- 
sentative, his no vote reflected the 
sentiments of the Ohio AFL-CIO, which 
was strongly opposed to a ratification 
of the measure. 

Blacks voting for the proposal 
included: Reps. C.J. McLin Jr., Dayton; 
Casey Jones, Toledo; John Thorhpson 
Jr., Cleveland; James W. Rankin and 
William , Mallory, both of Cincinnati; 
Rev. Phaie D. Hale, Coltumbus,and-Troy 
Lee James, Cleveland. 

Although the eight black lawmakers 
voted for the issue, none participated in 
the long and heated debate which saw 
23. speakers take to the floor. Neither 
were any of the blacks listed as co- 
sponsors of the measure, designed to 
give women. equal_rights. 

The proposal, which must be ratified 
by 38 of the 50 states to become the law 
of the land, is now in the Senate where 
it must be approved to place Ohio on 
the list of 30 states which has already 
ratified the proposed amendment. 

With Repiblicans controlling the 
Senate 17 to 16, and with only 11 House 
Republica voting for the issue, it 
would seef that ERA may be in deep 
trouble inthe so-called upper house of 
the Legislature.

is for all 16 Democrats to line up behind 
it. If this is done, and it's highly 
unlikely, it should have little difficulty in 
picking up one Republican vote, 
necessary to give it the required 17 
constitutional majority. 

But before it can reach the lioor for 
argument, it must get past two commit- 
tees. If the fengthy time required to get 
it out of the House State Government 
Committee may be used asa yardstick, 
it may be in late summer before it 
emerges from the Senate committee 
which will conduct public hearings for 
both opponents and proponents. 

It must then get past the powerful 
Senate Rules Committee, which, unlike 
the House Rules panel, is dominated by 
Republicans. The Rute Committees 
must stamp approval on a measure 
before it can reach the floor for a 
debate ahd vote. Thus, it would appear 
that ERA may have a long hard row to 
hoe before its fate will be decided in 
Ohio, 


In another Legislative action, a pro- 
posal to permit a person who changes 
Precincts within a county prior to 30 
days before an election to vote in his 
former voting place, was defeated by 
the House 47 to 43 on a roll call vote, 
three votes short of the constitutional 
requirement. 

Three black co-sponsors of the bill 
included: Reps. John Thompson Jr., 
Cleveland; William Mallory, Cincinnati, 
and C.J. McLin Jr., Dayton. All nine of 
the black members voted for the bill, of 
which. Rep. Don S..Muddux_ (D-Lan. 
caster) was the chief sponsor. Pete 
Crossland (D-Akron) and Michael P. 
Stinziano (D-Columbus), also co- 
sponsored the measure. 

Stinziano, incidentally, was the chief 
sponsor of the ERA proposal, which he 
succeeded in pushing through the 
House. As a freshman guiding such a 
controversial proposal through the 
House, he probably rung a political bel! 
that will be echoing throughout the 
State for a long time, especially among 
women.

“recipient -ot-this--annual award: was 
made, Frederick Weaver, a Harlem 
Public relation man, who ts a great 
grandson of Frederick Douglass and, 
who ts in No way ts connected with the 
National Urban League, objected 
because the company operates in 
Africa. 

He created enough noise on the sub- 
ject, that the National Urban League's 
board decided to rescind its action and, 
to pass over the Union Carbide and, 
either not give the award this year, or 
select another recipient.

Now that the last of our prisoners of 
war are safely out of Vietnamese prison 
camps we are beginning to hear stories 
of inhumane treatment at the hands of 
their captors, many of which can be 
taken with a grain of salt.

* This situation is very complex.and 
key aspects of it-have been ignored 
That's why’a new study by researchers 
of the National Urban League is so im- 
portant. This just-released study docu. 
ments-the role some financial insti- 
tutions play in the sad story of our ur- 
ban decline 

The study examines in detail 6ne of 
the.boroughs of New York City, Bronx 
County and while its findings pertain 
only to that area. it- doesn't take much 
imagination to apply the results to 
some other cities, as well 

it examined the assets and mort- 
gages-lending policies of a dozen 
savings banks and savings and loan 
associations that nad offices in the 
County from 1960 to 1970. During that 
decade, these institutions experienced 
rapid. growth. Their deposits grew by 42 
percent, and their assets grew in value 
by 24 percent, or well over $500 million 

Since their tinancial-picture was rosy 
and since the bulk of their deposits 
came from residents of the Bronx, one 
would expect their lending activities in 
the. County to also increase. Not so. 

in 1960 the dozen institutions made 
1,535, mortgages with a value of over 
$25 million, Ten years later they. made 
only. 517 mortgages with a total value of 
about $26 million, despite their own 
financial growth in that period. 

Figures for some. individual institu- 
tions are really shocking. One savings 
bank -neld. about four-fifths of its total 
mortgages in the Bronx in 1960. By 
1970, it held tess than a fifth of its mort- 
gages in the Bronx. Four savings and 
loan associations combined, made only 
27 mortgages in the Bronx in 1970, .

Tne researchers found the tactor of 
race to be Ot vitall importance. During 
the 1960s, whites left the Bronx and 
were replaced by blacks and Puerto 
Ricans., The figures show a clear rela- 
tionship between the changing fractal 
character of neighborhoods and the 
flight of investment capital. 

Uniess this situation is corrected, we 
can expect continued deterioration and 
ultimately, tne death of the city. What is

Other retorms in the private sector 
might also neip but if the situation is to 
be changed, a national Land Preserva: 
tion Bank that guarantees funds for ur- 
ban refinancing and rehabilitation 
Ought to be established. This, and other 
programs for urban revitalization, wilt 
be necessary if racial! discrimination is 
to be erased as a factor in killing off our 
cities and destroying the. enviranment 
of all who live there -- whites, biacks 
and browns. alike. 


One key step would be for state and 
federal! regulatory agencies to take a 
closer look at banks’ investment 
policies and withhold privileges when 
Inese policies are socially undesirable.

Amendment 


TO THE EDITOR: 

in the Voting-Booth both, men and 
women have had an equal voice for 53 
years. In that time, the League of 
Women Voters has supplied both men 
and women with information on Voting 
and governmental issues. Our organiza- 
tion has consistently supported 
measures that wold enhance human 
dignity and allow Opportunity for an 
individual to develop his or her fullest 
potential..We do not_believe that.sex 
should be a factor in determining. the 
legal rights of men or women. Thus, we 
support the Equal Rights Amendment. 

This amendment to the United States 
Constitution states: “Equality of rights 
under the law shall not be denied or 
abridged by the United ‘States or any 
state on account of sex.” It will not 
force any woman to change her way-of 
lifé unless she chooses.

What is really needed in our black 
society is. where the cited needs ought 
to be expresssa? Whal is needed and 
who is doing something about it? Who 
is taking a positive action to revamp a 
redeveloper of our black community's 
public morals? A redeveloper of a black 
tone to do away with the criminal things 
so reflected in many black youths? A 
Diack youth who stole a Bible and tried 
to selt it for... ‘te 

Could the sorority hold meetings for 
young blacks and have able leaders to 
get down to the nitty gritty in talking 
things over about what kind of world 
we blacks want in our own construction 
of it? Are there those in that sorority or 
any sorority: who would dare to try to 
take the “etto’’ out of ghetto to regener- 
ate a respect in manners and public 
decorum, of are those persons in the 
picture just willing to parade their scho- 
lastic accomplishments in print and jet 
the ghetto go by? 

For scores of years the black people 
have looked. towards an educated 
Product who could not only lead us in 
our struggle for equal coexistence in 
our land, but lead us to a complexion of 
Public respect. Have our educated done 
So or have the members moved towards 
sequestration from the black hordes 
into social cliques disassociated with 
the rabble? The real work is in toning 
up that rabble, 

The adults may be hopeless but can a 
coming’ generation be guided — those 
great degree people might-dig in-and 
try to do. 

| They can reach the young or would 
they want to bother? Mugging, robbery, 
burglary, use of dope and murder run 
Pretty high among us blacks. Is there 
an_inspiration available-to-move those 
intellectual achievers to go out bravely

like those first women nurses in wars - 
against all opposition and odds and try 
tO dissuade youth from abuse of black 
people by stealing from one black man 
fo sell to another black man. To 
dissuade black people -- even some 
who touch the social class, to stop 
contracting for their possessions; to 
express a desire for something. to have 
some burglar get it for them from one of 
their own kind, a black man: to 
influence young black youths to take 
pride in keeping theic hands-off- other 
people's; property, to believe that the 
Black man has an image to build and 
that he must help in its sculpturing; that 
black people no longer fear to sit in 
their gardens on summer nigh‘s’ and 
walk their streets. 

It is a gigantic undertaking but it can 
be accomplished. |! the Muslim leaders 
can- deter theif followers from drinking 
and other social habits, cannot a black 
sorority of well educated women start 
at the bottom of a ghetto or slum and 
build that needed new black image? 


One can show bright teeth in a big 
grin in a newspaper picture, but is there 
4 note in the fine print of information 
reading between the lines of the one 
going into the slums with a scrub brush 
to tone up the slums? _ 

Yes, the rundown district is- no 
encouragement for toning up, but many 
Europeans have lived, even in caves, 
yet there has remained a high com- 
munity tone with wrongdoing near a 
vanishing point. 

There is evidence that the youths 
who revolted against society awhile 
back want to rejoin, Let them return, 
but school them. in community 
Propriety. One repeats the query, can 
the sorors feel the compunction.to do 
‘Something about uplifting—the social 
complexion of the black community so 
that its people will feel safe in their 
homes, safe to leave their homes and 
return, knowing their Possessions are 
still there’? That the people can enjoy 
an evening walk-about their streets ora 
quet hour in a yard chair? ,

It is his very 
anonymity that makes him effective 
Judges, lawyers witnesses, and jurors, 
not knowing who the stranger might be, 
have an extra incentive to be conseten- 
tious. 

People may also be court-shy 
because they just do not realize how 
remarkably open our courts are. The 
United States Supreme Court once ob-

J.C. Penney Home Economist 
Reveals Changes In Society 


By RHEBA W. OTEY 

“There was a time when a 
career as a home economist 
was considered a proper one 
for a lady,” said Miss Sandi 
Moore,__Fieid_Home—Edo- 
nomist for the J.C. Penney 
Co., “and it still is. But these 
days the profession is 
changing along with the 
times and the life-styles for 
the men and women who are 
teaching and studying home 
economics.” 

Miss Moore was here last 
Tuesday at the Neil House, 
speaking before about 300 
Columbus area educators on 
the topic: “Role identity: 
Who's..Who?" which isa 
program aimed at involving 
educators in communication 
techniques that would be 
particularly applicable to 
teaching role identity. 

“Roles are changing in our 
society,” said Miss Moore, 
citing a recent research study 
conducted —_ by Radclift 
College on role identification. 

“Attitudes and stereo- 
typing, according to this 
survey,’ -Miss Moore 
revealed, “can help or hinder 
students in their efforts to 
develop to their outer limits.” 

Pointing out that stereotyp- 
ing xsconcerning-male and 
female roles exists in almost 
every. avenue of life, Miss 
Moore said the problem 
therefore facing educators is 
either to perpetuate these 
$_ actions. or provide _alterna-. — 
tives for role identification,
